Indiana, lowa and Nebraska, 
has spread throughout many sec- 
tions of the United States, but it 
is especially prevalent in the Mid- 
die West, poultrymen attending 
the national poultry show here 
nid tonight. 


The cause of the aflment, which 
fn almost every case proves fatal, 
ie not known, according to A. G. 
Philips, professor of poultry hus- 
Bandry. in Purdue University. t

Up to Legislatures . 
Attempts Invasion

Long-Drawn Battle on Law 
to End This Year 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.— The 
next year will witness an intense 
struggle among the Legislatures of 
the several States over the ratifi- 
cation of the amendment to the 
Constitution restricting the labor 
of children under 18 years of age. 
Last June Congress submitt.4 to 


the several States for ratification 
a child-labor amendment. On the 
final vote the Representatives of 
eight States voted against the 
amendment in the House of Rep- 
resentatives and bath Senators of 
six States voted in opposition. 
Surveys which have been made 


of the situation since reveal that 


in all probability a larger num- 
ber of State Legislatures will op- 
pose ratification. A typical exam- 
ple is offered by Massachusetts. 
Although both Senators from that 
State voted for the amendment in 
Congress, the electorate of the 
State itself in the recent election 
ment on record ina referendum in- 
structing the Legislature to reject 
the amendment.

comes effective. There ie no time 
limit set in this case, so if a Legis- 
lature which sits one session acts 
unfavorably the next one may alter 
the decision and ratify. This 
means a running fight extending, 
perhaps, over a number of years. 

Two numerous and well-financed 
lobbies are opposi each other 
on the question. The child-labor 
issue has been an important one 
for many years. In 1906 and 1907 
an attempt was made to pass a 
law through Congress prohibiting 
transportation in interstate com- 
merce of the products of child 
labor. The attempt failed. In 
1914 a similar attempt was made, 
restricting the prohibition to child 
workers in mechanical industries, 
such as factories and canneries, 
mines and quarries. Such a bill 
got through the House but failed 
in the Senate. 

It was not until 1916 that the 
Keating-Owen bill finally was 
passed and approved by the Presi- 
dent.

The plan for confiscation of 
the railroads received only mediocre sup- 
port in labor-union ranks. The election 
demonstrated that if the Sherman Act is 


ed by the labor-union bossés, but in the 
opposite direction.

Yet the labor-union oligarchy still insists 
on keeping these dead issues to the front.

If it Excites You to Know it 

The motiin picture has been 
coupled for the first time with the 
ultramicroscope, enabling scientists 
to secure photographs of particies 
one one-hundredth the size of bac- 
terla in motion. Applications of 
the kinetoultramicroscope, which 
is the formidable name of a new 
‘type of microscope, have, accord- 
ing to a report te the American 
Chemical Society, been demon- 
strated by Dr. Elmer Kraemer of 
the University of Wisconsin. 

Just as dust becomes visible in 
a sunbeam, these tiny particles be- 
come visible under the ultra- 
microscope. Preserv in a me- 
dium. of jelly, they become imme- 
diately active, and jump about the 
field when the medium is melted. 

This development is the only vis- 
ible evidence scientists have of the 
existence of molecules. It is as- 
sumed that the lively movement 
of the particles shown in the film 
is due to a heavy bombardment of 
molecules following the melting of 
the gelatin.

QUIZ DEMANDED IN KILLING 


Pasadena Police Chief Says Shooling of Chauffeur 


“Cold-Blooded” Murder; Asks Keyes to Act 


A grand jury investigation of 


the killing Wednesday night in a 


gambling raid by deputy Sheriffs of William L. Halbe, 27 years of age, 
was demanded yesterday by Chief of Police Kelley of Pasadena, who 
charged that the slaying of the chauffeur was a case of “cold-blooded” 
murder and that the crap game raided by the deputies had been 
“framed” by them in order to discredit the Pasadena police department.

armed at the time. 

“It is also said that a gambler 
named J. H. Burhop of Los Angeles 
and one Harry Burton were sent 
over to organize the game in order 
to discredit the Pasadena police 
department. Whether this is true 
or not, the fact remains that the 

lace was raided within three 
blocks of the police station and no 
local er knew of the intention 
to make the raid. 

“As is well known to all officers 
of the law, wherever a bunch of 
chauffeurs congregate, they shoot 
craps and play poker. The Pasa- 
dena police department is as anx-

BY SENATOR 


Public ownership is a fallure be- 
cause it is fundamentally Social- 
istic and Socialism is fundamental- 
ly against the laws of human na- 
ture, State Senator Cartwright said 
in a speech at the annual forum 
dinner of the American Institute 
of Bankers. Los Angeles chapter, 
at the Elite last night. 

The Senator traced the history 
of public ownership in this coun- 
try from the time of the James- 
town colony to the present. He 
said the Jamestown colony was 
essentially a public - ownership 
fruits of 
the labor of colonists were pooled. 
Near-starvation resulted, he said, 
until the land was divided and each 


took for his own what he pro- 
duced. 

Since that time, according to 
Senator Cartwright, fifty-one So- 
clalistic schemes have been tried 
out and have failed in America. 
They falled, he said, because “what 
is everybody's business is no- 
body's concern.” Another reason 
given against public ownership was 
that conduct of public-ownership 
projects usually is placed in the 
hands of managers for political 
reasons rather than for reasons of 
their ability to handle the proj- 
ects.

The bankers, he said, 
were optimistic because they had 
experienced so many miraculous 
things in the Southland real estate 
business. 

Touching upon conditions he said 
that business generally had reced- 
ed to the normal and everything 
pointed to a steady growth and 
advancement with a bright out- 
look for 1925.

‘terest to every individual because 
the general puvlic pays ultimately 
the taxes on to them.
